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\ Bout three Months ago, I heard of an Anſwer tomy Book, ſent 


from Prieſt to Prieit for theic Alliftance and Approbation, be- 
fore *twas committed to the Preſs. This News, ſaconded with 
the V:ftoria's of ſome Romariſts, might well put ſuch a Freſh= 
water Sowuldier, as | am, into a ſad pickle, Bat when the Book was 
publiſhed, andlI had cait an eye upon the very firſt Page, where I found 
theſe comfortable Expreſſions: That the Eagles of their Church ſcorn'd 
ſuch a Flye, and that the wneivilized Popiſh Priefts would not vouchſafe to 
requite me with Ink.and Paper; nay, that I was fallen into the hands of a 
poor home-bred Country-many whe mherits bis Mothers Compaſſionate Care 
for all that are in a longing Condition (as he perceived 1 was, and yet no 
Pope Joar,) and that can willingly part with a piece of his Heel to do them 
ood, p.2. I lay, the perufal of theſe words ſo farre cheared me, that 
could not bur (mile, when I had read a little further, and came to 
that general Stop which be put tn my Foord, (moſt wittily alluding to my 
Name) with three or four falfe Q wot ations out of Luther, Whitaker, Stil- 
ling fleet &c, After this, I proceeded to the Body of his diſcourſe, ftuffed 
With various C:t ations, all which, though true and pertinent, mak? very 
little againſt me; Yet, having already diſcover'd him to be a true Sur 
of the Roman Church (ene that will Gy any thing for the Honour of his 
Holy Mother) 1 reſolved to examine thoſe Authors, and ſee, whether 
they do really affirm what they ate urged for, in the Places cited by him, 
This 1 have done with great care and <ligence, and can aflure you, 
that molt of his Quotations are ablolutely falſe, or wholly impectinent, 
Bur I'le come to particulars, 

In his ficit Chap, he endeavours to vindicate the Roman Church from 
all Treaſorable Daftrives, in confuting this Poſition ; That the Pope bath 
power to cxcommunicate and depoſe Kings, aud abſolve their Subjefts from 
their Allegrance to them. Andfor this the Canons of Comncuuls, Decrees of 
Popes, and the Teſtimony of a few Deftors are urged by him. 

He begins with the Canons of ſeveral Comncils viz, 4 $5 6. and to. nf 
Toledo, the Council of Conſtance, Aquiſgrane--, and very confidently 
tells bis Reader, That theſe ars a ſufficient eyides ceof their Church's Tudge- 
ment aud enough to cormince me of mJ bl.ndueſt, an alerting, T bat the 
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Pope hath power to excommunicate and depoſe Kings, Were this Gentle. 
man as dexterous in proving, as hz is confident in affirming, certainly 
the Church of Rome never had a more Worthy Champro s. 5 

As tothe Comncils of Toledothree things may be ofter'd, which not on» 
ly weaken, bur quite _ the Authority of them, 

1. Where doth he find, that the Pope called theſe Councils, preſided 
in them, and gave them his Bleſſing, I mean, Confirmed them. And 
you know without theſe, Eſpecially the two Latter, they were no more 
then a few private DeFors z and conſequently their Decrees not to be 
accounted the Do#rine of the Church of Rowe, Betiides, in the greatelt 
of theſe Synods, we find not above 70 Bifbops and Preſbyters in and be- 
longing to Spain. And thit theſe, or at le*ſi their immediate Succeſſors 
were none cf the moſt profound Dives, is clear from the eight Comnil 
of Toledo, Where Cav. 4. they Decree, That Biſhop: all not marry ; and 
urge theſe Scriptures 2 Pet. 1,15. Be ye holy, as 1 am holy, and Col. 
3.5. Mlortfie your members, which are on the Earth. And yer theie 
Scriptures are as much againſt the Marriage of Priefts, asRom. 8g, They 
that are in the fleſh cannot pleaſe Ged, once urged by Pope Siricim. Epilt,4, 
And Can, 9. they Decree, T hat no man ſhall eat fleh in Lent, and vive 
theie moſt powerful Reaſons. 1. Becauſe the forty dayes of Lent, are the 
Tithes of all the dayes of the Tear; ard the Tithes ſhould be conſecrated to 
Gol. 2.” Becauſe, thit Chriſt by foſtr's forty dayes, expiated the Sinnes of 
Maykird. If fo, to what end did he luffer death? J. Becanſe tis conve- 
mient that Man , wade of four Elements, for bre:kirg the ten Precip: of 
the Decalonue , (ould «ff ift his body four times ten dayes, By theſe Reaſons 
you may jud2ze of the Learning of that Age. 

2. Theſe Places ate not full ro the point ; for the Queſtion is, 1he- 
ther the Pope in certain Caſter, may not aepuſe Kingt, and alſo!ve their 
Snbje&: from their Allegiance ? And all thar theſe Comncul: lay, iss That 
whoſnever ſhall go about by ary means. of Carſpiracy, to violate rhe Oath of 
his Fidelity, which he hath taken for the preſervation of his Country, or 
the Kings life; or who ſhal attempt to lay violent Hands upon the King, or- 
deprive him of bis Kingly Power--- let*him be accurſed in the ſight of Ged, 
But when the Pepe hath excommunicated and depoſ'd a Princz, he ceaſes 
tobe a Prince, his Subjects are abſoly'd from their Oath, and may, if 
Commitfion*d by his Holinefs, lay violent hands upon him. 

3. Mot unfortunately hath he: mention%d th2 4 and 6 Council of 
Teleds, Had he read them, and underſtood the Hiforres of thoſe 
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Times, certainly he - had paſſed thzm over. For in. the .4- Council, 
thoſe Biſhops and Presbyrers acknowledge Siſenanizs, or Siſnandine 
for their King, who had red2|ld againſt Su'mtila, or Smmnthila , 
their lawful Soveraign. Grimſton Hiſtory of Spain, ib. 5. p., 146. 147. 
Kodericus Hiſtor, Hi..u.115,2.,p,176., And as if this were not ſufficient 
they denounce Curſes againſt any that ſhall endeavour to diſtuth him, 
Can, 74, Not 47. as he found it quo:ed,* Thus you ſze, he urgeth a vin- 
 dication of Treaſon and Kebellion, tobe the Doctrine of their Church for 
Loyalty and Obedience, 

And in the 6, Conncilof Toledo Can. 3. they Decree, That no man 
ſhould be tolerated todwell inthe Kingdom of Spain z who did not profeſs, the 
Caiholick Faith; and thut Kings tn all times to come, before they were p aced 
' In their Royal Seat, (ſhould be bound, by the Obligation of a Solemn Oath, 
fo erterpoſe their Authority, that this Act might be obey d : Otherwiſe the 
King, refuſing to put this Aft in execution, (hall be Anathema Maranathe 
' the fight of God, and become Fewel for the everluſting Fire 3 and likewiſe 
all that joy» with him, This plainly ſhzws jn what ſence, and with 
What limications the Caron he mentions, is to be underſtood ; and con- 
ſequently how little it makes for, nay, how much againlt his preſent pur « 
poſe. Can we imagine theſe Dottors to Decree Loyalty and Rebellion 

With the ſame breath ? | 
And to as little purpoſs is the Council of Conſtance urged ; for many 
ef their DoFors (more likzly to underſtand the ſenſe of it, than- a pocy 
home-lred Conntry-man) tell us, That *tts to be underftoodof a private Perſcu 
before Senterce i given, Suarez detenſ, Fidei Cathol. lib, 6. cap. 4. Azo- 
rius [nitit, Moral, Tom. 2, lib, 11. cap, 5. Queſt. 10, Gregor. de Vas 
lentia Tom. 3. Diſpur. 5, Quzit. 8. Cardinal Perrons Oration to the third 
Eſtate of France,with many others. And :hat this is the ſence of that Conne 
el, 1s \ufÞciently clear from her own words, Which this Gent/eman hath 
.moſt pradenilv, but knavichly, paſſed over. The words are theſe; 
Non expel ata ſertentia, vel mandato Judices, $0 hat all:which the Council 
condemns, is, That Tyrants may be lawfully. and deſervedly killed 
by any of their Subjects,» expectata ſententia &c. before the Judge hath 
ales Sentence, or given his Command for it: Which is no-more, than 
what thoſe: Dofoys, which are moft Zealous for the Popes depoling faculty, 
doeve:y where aſſert, and urge many argumentsfor, And if you detire 
to know, what was the occalion of this Decree, I muſt refer you to our 
learn'd King James in hs Defence of the right of Kings p. 459--_—_ 
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Hifterical Account my delign'd Brevity will not permitme totfanſcribe, 

In the next place (p.29.) be tells his Reader, that the Council of Agai/- 
graze under Ludovicw Pia, and that of Khermnes ſpeak to the ſame pur- 
poſe : But whether he means the firft or ſecond of Aquiſgrare, both 
Which were held under Ludovicuw Pi : or the firſt, ſecondy third, cr 
fourth of Rhemes, he, net ons of an averſion from being too bulkiſh and tedgaws,

That the Pope may depoſe Kings, that are negligent in governing their Sule 
jets, whereby they are kept from the attainment of etern«/ life, Comment, 
ad Cap, Novit. de Judiciis Notab. 3, n, 99. Salmeror, in thole Plices 
Cited by him, ſayes nothing to the purpoſe, and elſewhere maintains rhe 
contrary, Tom. 13, lib. 7, part. 3. diſput. 12, That if « King be au He- 
retick , or a fowveurer of Heretickes, he may be juſt'y depoſed. Nay Bellay- 
1 himſelfe muſt ſpexk for him, de Row, Pontrf. lib. 5 cap. 2,3, 4. Which 
diſcavers, thateither this Gentleman never read Belly, or doth not under- 
ſand him, And as littlets the purpoſe is Sy{veſters Teitimony, p.41.7bat 
one art oblig'd to obey the Popes Commands (even under pain of excommunica- 
$101) whenthoſe that are ſo commanded, know his Commands 10.'e unjuſt ; un- 
leſs he tel us (as indeed he feeras to do) that Sylveſter deny'd ths aogarines 
But this great Divine and learned Caron'ſt is a zcalous Aſertey of it, 
The Pope may excommunicate an Emperour, that ts worthy of Excongnimnica» 
1:09, ard depoſe him that s worthy of depoſition, Again, The Pope hath an 
wniverſal Turiſdiftion (over all Chiiftian Kings and Princes) in Sp rituals 
ard temporals. Again, He can dep'ſe for a reaſonable cauſe. In Summa.

From theſe Doors hz proceeds (p, 41.) to their Popec, and very graves 
Iy tells us ; A! hoſe Popes, whom vertue oonfin'd to the Primitive Rule, 
bave taught us Reverence ard Loyalty to air temporal go '5 by thelr own Ex am- 
ple ; and ſort of them bat npor becafion committed their faithful _ 
to Writing for the I ſtruttion of Piſterity, And here he injtancethbrik in

Greek Fountains. As the parity of the Books of the Old Teftiment muſt 
be examined by the Hebrew, ſo the purity of the Bocks of the New Teſta- 
ment muſt be examined by the Rule of the Greek Text. S. Hierom Epilt. ad 
Lucinium. Aer whoſe natural Language & Latin, have need of two other

And 
ſo much is intimated in his Preface in Tom. 1. p. 8. and confeſſed by 
Pamelins, Annot.in lib. 2. Cyprian Teſtim. adverſus Judeos n. 51. S, Auſtin 
Ambroſe, Gregory, and Beda have not only followed a corrupt Tranſlation 
of this Verſe, y allo given us an Expoſitiondifferent, even from all both 
Popiſh and Proteſtant Commentators, and contrary to the plain ſcope 
of the place.

D:V.D. whereas two of themare not {o much 
as mention'd by Bellarmin, May we not juſtly wender, that a man who 
profeſſech Chrittianity, nay, tobe a Member of fo excellent a Chu: ch, 
ſhould dare to/affert ſuch notorious Fallities ? 

From the Seript ues he proceeds to the Fathers p, 109. where he tells 
us, T. That the Fathers heve ſuffered infinite Corruptions by ignorant 
Tranicribders, ard the avarice of Book-ſellers, 2, That divers Fathers 
h re writ-erromouſly, even in things of importance, 3.
